day as he was about to take the train for New York, 
preparatol y to embarking for Europe.

Judging from his ap- 
pearance, based upon the experience with this kind 
of people for tweuty-five years, I predict that betore 
the trialis over he will break down and become an 
idiot from softening of the brain."

Brrrato, N, Y., November 28.—There were fur 
ther developments to-day, but only of a meager 
and unsatisfacrory character, in the mysterious 
grave robbery case of November 15, A body was 
exhumed, plaved in a bag, hid underaclump of 
bushes in the park, and an attempt was made to re- 
move it by three men, with a horse and buggy, 
when they were fired upon by cemetery emploves 
and escaped, leaving their conveyance and also the 
body. The cuse was at first supposed to arise out of 
“religious differences,’’ and that the body ex- 
humed, supposed to be that of Edward G. Burn- 
ham, formerly of Lancaster, twenty-eight years old, 
Was to be taken to another cemetery to satisfy his 
friends. When it was found, however, that the 
hody was that of an old man evidently over @ 
years of age, the ea-e assumed a new phase and Was 
thought to be a conspiracy to defraud life insurance 
companies. The police haye been working on the 
mutter very quietly. A few days after the develop 
ments related in the above Urin C. Thomas, resid- 
ing in Babcock street, East Buffalo, was arrested on 
suspicion of beiug concerned iu the case. He made 
no admissiou, aud his couusel succeeded in getting 
him brought before the police court, when be was 
discharged from custody. 1t was ascertained that 
Buruham had oceupied a part of the house of 
Tromas, and the funeral took place frum there. A 
postmortem examination showed that the body was 
full of strychnine and that death must, in all prob 
ability, haye been caused by poisoning. 

This morning about 6:30 Thomas Was again ar- 
rested at his residence by Detective Donovan, this 
time on a charge of murder. About noon he was 
taken before Police Justice King and arraigned on 
a deposition made by the detective, which sets 
forth he has goed reason to believe murder has 
been committed and that Thomas ix an accumplice 
in the erime.
